July — December, 1956 period—Grant of additional licences for. 

No. 45-I.T.C.(P.N)/66.—Attention of importers is invited to remark ib) 
against S. No. 41(ii)/V in Section II to the current Red Book wherein it has been 
stated that the procedure for the issue of additional licences is under considera¬ 
tion and thei policy therefor will be announced later. 

2. The question has been reviewed and it has been decided that applications 
for jmport of bicycle tyres and tubes from approved manufacturers/assemblers 
of bicycles, who are borne on the registers of the Development Wing, will be 
considered ad hoc by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi 
(Headquarters Licensing Division). Such actual user applications should be 
submitted in the prescribed form and manner, through the Development Wing, 
as soo^ as possible but not later than 30th November, 1956. Any licences 
grante(jl under this provision will be valid for import of bicycle tyres and tubes 
only Inicludlng the banned sizes thereof mention in Appendix XXX to the current 
Bed Book.
